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PREFACE. 



Op the services of the Sunday School, none perhaps is more 
Important than the devotional part. If properly conducted, 
these exercises beget a devotional spirit in the hearts of the 
children. They soon learn to love the worship of God when 
ihey can pray to him and sing his praises in their own sim- 
ple, childlike way. As aids in this interestingr service, sev- 
eral books have already been prepared in our own denomina- 
tion, each of which has had its peculiar merits, and doubtlesi 
accomplished much good. But there has long been felt by 
■uperintendents and others interested in the cause the need 
of a service book which, combining all that is valuable in the 
arrangement of those now in use, with such changes and im- 
provements as experience would suggest, could be afforded 
at a price which would place it within the reach of all our 
■chools. In the hope of meeting this want, the following 
pages have been prepared. The arrangement, variety, and 
number of the services, togethej with the new and choice 
music and hymns which are here presented, the author trusta 
will be a sufficient commendation of the work. For the seleo- 
tlon and arrangement of the mnsio, he ia indebted to the 8q:> 
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perintendent of the Universalist Sunday School in this city, 
Henry B. Metcalf, whose experience and bucccss in train- 
ing children to sing is a sufiBicient recommendation of this 
department of the book. For some original music, which 
will be found in this volume, the author is indebted to Mr. 
Joseph Hastings, Jr. He also acknowledges with plea- 
sure the kind assistance of several of his ministering breth- 
ren in the preparation of prayers. 

For the benefit of those who may not be familiar with the 
use of the Liturgy, a word of explanation may be needed. 
The selection f^om the Psalms, with which each service 
opens, is intended to be read by the Superintendent, in order 
to fix the attention of the school; after which all should 
unite in singing the opening hymn. The Scripture Lesson 
and the Prayer should be read in concert by the whole school, 
the Superintendent leading. The other parts of the opening 
service sufficiently explain themselves. 

In closing, let the whole school rise and repeat in concert 
one of the prayers arranged for that purpose ; and then re- 
main silent while the Superintendent pronounces the Bene- 
diction. * 

With these explanations, the author sends forth this little 

work with the prayer that God will bless its mission in the 

accomplishment of good.
